Would Abolish 
Collectors in 
64 Districts 
Proposes Civil 
Service for All 
Bureau Officials 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — 


President Truman today an 
nounced plans for a sweeping 
shake-up of the scandal-rid 
den Internal Revenue Bureau 


He said the move is one of 


a series of steps he plans to 
take to protect the govern 
ment "from the insidious in- 
fluence peddlers and favor 
seekers, and to expose anc 
punish any wrong-doers." 


The revenue bureau shake-up 


will be in the form of a reorgani- 
zation plan to be submitted to 
congress. It calls for abolishing 
tHe 64 offices of district collectors 
of internal revenue. 


Most of these districts include 


a single state, but some of the 
large states have more than one 
district. 


25 Districts 


In place of the regional dis- 


trict collectors, the reorganization 
plan will put all operating func- 
tions of the bureau under 25 dis- 
trict offices, each headed by a 
district commissioner. 


Field activities in each district 


will be under jursdiction of the 
district commissioner. 


The plan also calls for: 
All offices of the Internal Reve- 


nue Bureau to be filed through 
civil service except that of com- 
missioner 
of 
internal 
revenue 


whose appointment will be by the 
president and subject to confirma- 
tion by the senate. 


Calls For Inspection 


Establishment 
of "a strong, 


vigorous inspection service com- 
pletely independent" of the rest 
of the bureau. 


Mr. Truman announced his in- 


tentions in a statement issued 
shortly after Secretary of the 
Treasury Snydcr had conferred 
with him at the White House. Tax 
collection is under the treasury 
department. 


"Some persons in the Bureau 


of Internal Revenue have betrayed 
the public trust reposed in them," 
Mr. Truman's statement said. "The 
revelation of that fact has come 
as a shock to all decent citizens. 
I have directed that every effort

Airmen and cowboys strug- 
gled up the icy face of a rug- 
ged central Arizona mountain 
today to reach the bodies of 
28 military personnel killed in 
the crash of an air force C-47 
transport plane.

where the big plane slammed 
into Baker mountain, 65 miles 
northeast of Phoenix, and 
burned. 


Guiding- the group was Arnold 


Johnson, 50-year-old cattle ranch 
foreman, who yesterday went to 
the crash scene and found all of 
the plane passengers, including 19 
West Point cadets, dead. 


Set Up Camp 


Eight air force officers and men 


set up a base camp about four 
miles from 
the wreckage last 


night, A 35-man evacuation team 
left Williams air force base for 
Armer mountain this morning. 


When the vanguard set out 


shortly 
after 
daybreak, 
they 


figured the temperature at the 
top of 7,000-foot Armer moun- 
tain was five degrees below zero. 
The plane hit about 150 feet below 
the crest and at the foot of a 
rocky bluff. 


Johnson reported three to four

Youth Leaves 
Girls Dying 
In Snow Drift 


Tells Police Story 
Of New Year's Eve 
Auto-Party Tragedy 


DETROIT— (AP) —Police 


said today a 20-year-old youth 
surrendered last night and 
said his car struck two pretty 
Pontiac girls who were left 
dying in a snowbank on New 
Year's Eve. 


Held for questioning was 


Anthony Redmond, 20, of su- 
burban Royal Oak. When he 
walked into the Royal Oak 
police station shortly before 
midnight he was accompa- 
nied by a 17-year-old youth, 
two 15-year-old 
girls who 


were with him on New Year's 
Evei and the father of one of 
the girls. 


Held as a witness was Doran 


Gushing, the other youth. 
The 


girls were released to their par- 
ents. Their names were not dis- 
closed. 


The two victims; Barbara Hollo- 


way, 17, and Jessie Anaston, 15, 
were struck as they walked along 
Woodward avenue after they had 
left a party shortly before. 


Tells Story 


Police quoted Redmond as say- 


ing he was driving north an Wood- 
ward in a heavy fog, "watching 
the time because of the New Year 
coming in." 


It was exactly midnight—we 


were saying 'Happy New Year* to 
each 
other—when I caught a 


glimpse of a girl's coat and felt a 
bump," 


He said he got out and saw one 


of the girls lying in the snow. He 
said another car came along and 
he stopped it, telling the driver to 
call police. 


"I had been in trouble with the 


police before, and I knew I was In 
a jam," officers quoted Redmond 
as saying. 
"We had a case of 


beer with us and two 15-year-old 
girls In the car. 


"We Were Scared 


"I told Gushing to grab the beer 


and throw it in the field." 


Redmond said the other driver 


went to telephone .police, adding 
"we were so scared we drove 
away." 


Two college youths, Samuel Har- 


rell, a junior at Clemson college in 
South Carolina, and Gerald Sielaff, 
a Wayne university junior, had 
led police to the scene of the trag- 
edy, telling officers of the youth 
who had stopped them. 


Redmond told officers after he 


left the scene of the accident, "I 
worried all the rest of the night." 


Because of bruises on the throat 


of one of the girls, police at first 
reported they might have been 
strangled. 


Afraid of Murder 


"I heard that over the radio." 


Redmond told police, "and I could 
not understand it. 
But I was 


afraid if I gave myself up, I'd be 
accused of murder." 


Finally, he said, he got in touch 


with his companions and learned 
the girls had told their parents. 


One of the fathers, Redmond 


said, told hin\ he would have to 
report the accident to police. 


"He got the four of us together

Farmers Find 
Contented Pigs 
Grow Faster 


URBANA — Have 
you 
eve: 


heard of contented pigs? They'ri 
the kind that go ahead putting on 
good winter gains without having 
trouble with lice, mange mites and 
swine pox. 


Dr. C. C. Morrill, in the Uni- 


versity of Illinois college of vet- 
erinary medicine, says lice and 
mange mites multiply rapidly dur- 
ing winter when pigs crowd to- 
gether to keep warm. Lice can 
spread swine pox; so if pox is 
present, the more lice there are, 
the more trouble the pigs will have 
with swine pox. 


Dr. Morrill says you can get 


rid of lice and mites by spraying 
or dusting the pigs and their bed- 
ding with lindane, BHC, or chlor- 
dane. And getting nd of lice will 
generally control swine pox. 


If the weather permits, spray- 


ing is preferable because it is 
more 
thorough 
than 
dusting. 


However, to avoid chilling, pigs 
should not be sprayed in severe 
weather. 


When you do spray the pigs, 


be sure to treat every animal m 
the herd, and to treat the under- 
sides of the pigs as well as their 
backs. Lice are more numerous on 
the sheltered parts of the body 
such as the belly, flanks and the

Man is inclined to behave in a rather cocky manner as he 


sums up'his'superlative scientific conquests of his materia 
world. But just when 'he is about to become insufferable 
nature takes him down several runs on the ladder. 


Weather seems to be nature's chief weapon for adminis 


tering these rebuffs. And right now one of these little les 
sons is in progress. Snow, .the lovely white stuff that does 
so much for Christmas, isn't doing much good for man in 
some of our key cities these days. 
^ 
Look at Chicago, for instance. Chicagoans have watched 


upwards of, 30 inches of snow descend upon them during the 
past month, and most of it is still on the ground. Altogether 
they've had nearly 50 inches since the season began. 


The transportation officials are fed up. They've spent 


$600,000 already in trying to keep buses and street cars roll- 
ing, but it's been largely a losing battle. Side streets are a 
bold adventure to any motorist. Hardly a one does not echo 
continually the whine of spinning tires trapped in dhurned- 
up drifts.

Snow removal authorities complain they can't find places 


to dump the snow they strip from the streets. The usual 
dumping grounds are loaded, and there's little melting to 
make room for more. 


The thick mantle has almost smothered the city's nor- 


mal doings. Countless business and social engagements 
haven't come off. Industry and commerce are slowed. The 
filling station proprietors are muttering about the 20 to 2J 
per cent drop in gasoline sales.

Anyone who has been in a giant metropolis when the 


snow was piled high can grasp what a feeling of helplessness 
grips the city which is weighted with such a burden. Human 
values are altered too. What seemed important in a time of 
clear streets suddenly appears much less so in an hour of 
urban paralysis. The simplest acts of getting about become 
major enterprises. Life is measured in terms of only the 
most elemental necessities.

'>The main principle of treatment 
of tuberculosis of the lungs (and 
Other forms of the disease, too) is 
rest. The patient with lung tuber- 
culosis must usually go to bed and 
sijay there -for a long time. Relief 
frjam worry and mental strain is 
also important. 
.'The diseased lung itself often 
receives special treatment. One 
such treatment consists in inject- 
ing air just outside a diseased 
lung. 


• This collapses the lung and al- 
lows it to rest until re-expansion 
seems safe. A person can get 
along well with one lung so that 
this is by no means a dangerous 
procedure. This treatmcnt'is called 
pnevmothorax. 
'Several surgical treatments for 


tuberculosis are also useful. These 
arc aimed at giving the diseased 
tUsue a chanct to rest completely. 


Several methods are used, includ- 
ing m difficult cases, the drainage 
of pus from tuberculosis cavities 
and even the removal of some dis- 
eased lung tissue. 


Some of these measures, how- 


ever, are still experimental. As 
further knowledge is gained about 
them, they should make it possible 
to save some patients with ad- 
vanced tuberculosis of the lungs 
now considered hopeless. 


A reader asks if it is dangerous 


to associate with a person who has 
been a patient in a tuberculosis 
sanatorium. She adds, "I was in 
a sanatorium for two years, and 
when I was discharged, everyone 
was afraid to come near me."

ship that made money, filed a re- 
turn yet paid no Income tax. Hou 
come? 


A. Partnership income is di- 


vided among the partners and 
taxed to them. The partnership 
only files an information return. 


Q. If my wife and I file sepa- 


rate returns, ean I itemize all o) 
our deductions and my wife use 
the standard deduction? 


A. No. If either spouse item- 


izes deductions, the other must 
also even though his deductions 
are very small. 


Q. I thought taxes went up

French Commies Switch Sides to Condemn 


A. F. of L. "Ambassador"

PARIS—"Humanity," the French Communist daily, recently ran 


a discussion of Irving Brown, the foreign political agent of Dave 
Dubinsky and the A. F. of L., under the title of "An Arrogant Valet." 
Biown is frankly called Dublnsky's "ambassador." 


Brown had made a speech in Brussels admonishing tlw Fiench 


people that the Schuman plan for union with the German nation and 
people would fail unless vigorous action was taken to bieak the grip 
of the Communists on the French General Federation of Labor. The 


Schuman plan would pool the coal and steel indus- 
tries of Europe, and it looks toward an eventual 
situation wherein the franc and the mark will be 
equal in Paris and Berlin. And the French and 
Germans will love, or, anyway, trust one another 
and abandon war except, possibly against Russia. 
Naturally, tho French Communists, who number 
five million, or cue quarter of the total, at the 
polls, are against any proposition which would 
unify the industries and peoples of non-Communist 
Europe. By a paradox, they found themselves in 
league, as it were, with the DcGaulle, Catholic, 
Proup. of about equal strength. The DeGaulhst^, 


oppose the Schuman plan because they are ferocious nationalists, 
whereas the Communists, of course, are traitors. 


Brown is an interloper sent over by the American Federation of 


Labor which took no poll of its component unions. And of course, it 
did not consult the subjects of these rackets. Dave Dubinsky, Brown's 
immediate boss, picked Brown to be his "ambassador" in Europe at 
the expense of countless faceless men and women in the United 
States. 
Brown leaped m and began to throw his weight around 


just as he might in Kansas City or Shreveport. 


"Mr. Irving Brown, in a speech recently at the American club in 


Brussels, was particularly interested in the the interior problems of 
Fiance and especially the General Workers' union," Humanity sai<^f> 
"Brown is one of the leaders of the American Fedeiation of Labor'' 
but these activities are just a cover for he is an agent of the Ameri- 
can government." 


Humanity was wrong and right there. 
Brown is not a leader 


of anything. He never had any important job m the A. F. of L. and 
few of the professional racketeers who run this corrupt front for 
criminal rackets and other predatory operations under the license of 
unionism, ever heard of him. His semi-official biographer tells us 
only that he once was an athlete at New York U.; that he was an 
organizer of the United Automobile Workers, which is not A. F. of 
L. at all, but C. I. O., and that he was a member of the war produc- 
tion board. The data says nothing about the age, physical fitness. 
or military record of this former university athlete who served or^ 
the war production board. 


Many another umoneer, in the bloom of health and prime of life 


was too busy to go to the war. Humanity is right in saying that 
Brown is an agent of the American government. He certainly is 
and, in sending him overseas as an agent, under the auspices of the 
dirty rackets which make up the A. F. of L, the Truman government 
slipped one over on the American people. It makes no difference at 
all whether Truman slipped anything over on the Communists. He 
has lotted the entire American system of foreign representation, the 
diplomatic agencies in tlw> embassies, the American participation in

"Brown's speeches and actions 


are solely inspired by the aim o: 
serving a policy of war and dom 
ination by American plutocrats,' 
Humanity continued. "Brown lee 
tures to the French governmen1 
and dictates the line of conduct it 
should follow. We have fallen so 
low that a vulgar tiaveling agen 
of Washington should take it upon 
himself to give noisy directions to 
the Paris government. According 
to him, western Europe is not en- 
thusiastic enough about obeying 
orders from the pentagon. Brown

What we cannot understand is 
that Frenchmen do not appreciate 
at all the honor which they are 
granted to be able to die and see 
their country ruined tor the new 
race of war lords which he so wel 
represents." 


In a typics! speech, Brown hac 


said that the French General La- 
bor Confederation was pouring 
millions of francs into the Com- 
munist party. This was true, but 
none of his business. 
His own 


U. A. W. was a stout contributing 
member of the American Com- 
munist front for years and any 
good American would resent any 
advice from any French union 
racketeer at any time. 
Brown 


went even further. 
He actually 


complained that the French gov- 
ernment continued to treat the 
G. C. T. "as a bona fide union" al- 
though the Roosevelt government 
not only treated the CIO as a 
jitimate union when it was abso- 
lutely crawling with Communist 
:raitors, but had actually planted 
these Communists in the C. I. O. 
n the first place. 


Leon Pressman, who later con- 


fessed that he had been a Commu' 
nlst all the time, landed in Washi- 
ngton as one of the Felix Frank- 
urter clique of Communists, who 
ncluded Eleanor Roosevelt's trai- 
or friend, Alger Hiss, and served 
'or years as general counsel of the 
X I. O. The C. I. O. never de- 
nounced him as a Communist. On 
the contrary, the C. I. O. did all it 
could to harm and discredit all 
patriotic citizens who did try to 
sxpose him. So, unless there is 
iome evidence that Brown fought

French government tolerate such 
nsolence, allow agents of a for- 
Ign power on our soil to dictate 
ur law? 
"Go home, Mr. Brown, and your 
ollars with you." 
Now this ia true Communist 
iroptgtndt, but American* aavt 


no reason to defend Brown merely 
because ho has antagonized the 
Communists. We'have an elected, 
organized, expensive government. 
We know our unions are generally 
corrupt. We Know Dubinsky is a 
political racketeer who uses his 
union in New York to finance P-. 
vest-pocket, balance-of-power po" 
litical party. We know his nice, 
Ida Klaus, is planted in the labor 
relations board fts solicitor and 
was planted in our delegation to 
the Socialist united labor organ- 
ization in Geneva last summer. 


And we 'have learned, belatedly, 


that his nephew, Sam Klaus, th« 
brother of Ida, has been a busy 
agitator on the government pay- 
roll in Washington since 1934^ 
mainly in the state department^ 
and has been one of the most 
clamorous argumentarians against 
efforts to delouse the state de- 
partment of "security risks."

Traffic accident during the twi 


big holiday weekends caused abou 
900 deaths, including 364 over tht 
New Year's holiday. The Nationa 
Safety Council had estimated 35C 
persons would be willed in moto 
mishaps during the four-day holi 
day. 


200 Die In Fires 


Nearly 200 persons perished in 


fires, including 68 from 6 p. m 
Friday to last midnight. This 
weekend survey also showed 137 
persons killed m miscellaneous 
mishaps as compared to 143 over 
the Christmas holiday. 


The biggest reduction m acci- 


dental deaths during the 102-hour 
period over New Year's was in 
traffic. Motor mishops caused 535 
fatalities during the long Christ- 
mas weekend as the toll reached 
an all-time high for a four-day 
Christmas holiday. 


The toll on the highways, as 


the nation celebrated New Year's, 
mounted as traffic deaths for 1951 
appeared headed for the fourth 
highest mark in history—37,500 
It would be the biggest toll since 
the record total of 39,969 in 1941.

'Silent' Ike 
Could Win, 
Says Becker 


WASHINGTON. (AP)—Senator 


Ives (R-NY) said today that Gen. 
Eisenhower could win the Re- 
publican presidential nomination 
without saying a word. 


"I think he could be nominated 


under those circumstances, but I 
don't believe it will happen that 
way," Ives told a reporter. "I am 
inclined to think he will. speak 
out before the party convention 
(in July) and make it clear he is 
a candidate." 


Ives expressed his views in the 


wake of a claim by Senator Taft's 
campaign manager that it "now 
seems a certainty" the Ohioan will 
be the GOP presidential nominee. 


David S. Ingalls of Cleveland 


forecast that Taft, an active can- 
didate, would be nominated "on 
an early ballot." In a statement 
last night, Ingalls added "it is 
far too early to talk of a band- 
wagon for Taft," but he said "the 
momentum seems irresistable." 


IngaUs called the opposition o 


Taft "thin, hesitant and falter- 
ing." Besides Taft, the only an- 
nounced Republican candidates are 
Gov. Earl Warren of California 
and Harold E. Stassen, former 
governor of Minnesota. Taft back- 
ers, however, are known to regard 
Eisenhower as the most formidable 
opposition the Ohio Senator might 
encounter. 


Ives. a backer of the Ike-for- 


President move, said he believes 
the general is "by far" the popular 
choice for the Republican nomina- 
tion, "and he would have told us 
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long ago If ho were not 'to be 
available." 


Ives' 
belief that Eisenhower 


could remain publicly silent in 
advance of the convention and still 
win the nomination apparently 
isn't shared 
by some of 
the 


general's other boosters. 


Some of these strategists re- 


portedly feel that Eisenhower will 
have to announce as a candidate 
before too long, or find himself 
in trouble if he eventually decides 
to try to round up convention 
delegates. 


That is why they are looking 


to a news confeicnce heie Sunday 
for some definite evidence that 
Eisenhower is available The con- 
feicnce has been called by Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts., campaig-i 
manager of the Eisenhower Re- 
publican group, who has promised 
good news for the general's sup- 
porters.

Maxim Litvinoff, Once Russian 
Ambassador to V. S.9 Dies at 75 


MOSCOW— (AP) — An official 


foreign office announcement d\s- 
closed today the death of Maxim 
Maximovich Litvmoff, who key- 
noted his collective security policy 
as Sovcit foieign commissar with 
the often-quoted d e c l a r a t i o n , 
"Peace is indivisible " He was 70. 


Pravda. organ of the central 


committee 
of 
the Communist 


party, on which Litvmoff had been 
a member, called him an "old Bol- 
shevik 
and outstanding Soviet 


diplomat." 


The plump, fatheily-looking dip- 


lomat won western recognition foi 
Bolshevist Russia and fought with- 
out success for collective force to 
prevent World War II. He was a 
wartime ambassador to Washing- 
ton. 


Litvinoff was foreign commissar 


from 1930 to 1939 an-" had been 
acting head of the foreign minis- 
try for two years before he took 
over formal title to it 


Fired in 1946 


But his fortunes lose and fell 


with the Kremlin's feelings about 
the Western democracies, and he 


was completely eclipsed after he 
was fired in the reduced rank of 
deputy foreign minister on Aug. 
23. 1946. 
His fall from office 


foi cbhadowod the cold war, for of 
all Soviet officials he was regard- 
ed as the one who truly wanted to 
get along with the West 


News of his death was withheld 


for two days—for no stated reas- 
ons. 
' The Tass agency account said 
he died after a prolonged illness. 
The nature of his illness was not 
described. Litvinoff long suffered 
fiom a weak heart condition and 
an ailing stomach. 


Litvinoff 
won fame at world 


councils m the 1920s and 1930s He 
often cmbanassed other diplomats 
by putting startling proposals in- 
to short, plain words, stripped of 
their diplomatic striped-pants type 
of verbosity. 


He coined the phiase "peace is 


mdi\ isible" in a moving League of 
Nations speech arguing for sanc- 
tions against Mussolini's attack on 
Ethiopia 


He negotiated U. S. recognition 


of Rutsia with President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt In 1933, and s*ld 
he believed it might guarantM 
peace. 


Dismissed in 1939 


Litvinoff was dismissed, sur- 


prisingly and suddenly, from hi* 
post as foreign minister on May 
3, 1939. Vyacheslav M. Molotov 
took over. Litvinoff then was in 
the midst of negotiations with 
Britain and France for a mutual 
security pact. 


The reason for his sudden sack- 


ing was not discerned until thre* 
months later, with the announce- 
ment of the Soviet-German pact. 
Litvmoff had fallen afoul of a 
sharp change in Kremlin policy. 


He returned to prestige in No- 


vember, 1941, when he was ap- 
pointed Russian ambassador to the 
United States. But Moscow sud- 
denly recalled 
him in August, 


1043, after the Quebec conference 
between President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
produced no pledge of an imme- 
diate second front in Europe. 


His recall WHS widely interpret- 


ed as a slap at the United States 
for failing to produce the second 
front and a crackdown on Litvi- 
noff for failing to promote 
it 


quickly.

Illinois Rolls Over Stanford, 40-7 


Late Splurge 
Stuns Indians 
In Rose Bowl 


Sixth Straight Win 
By Big Ten School 
Humiliates West 
PASADENA, Calif.—(AP) 


—Illinois released awesome 
power in a four-touchdown 
last quarter to crush Stan- 
ford, 40-7, before 96,825 in 
the Rose Bowl. 


Stunned spectators saw 


Stanford's defense crumble 
into the sixth straight de- 
feat of the Pacific Coast con- 
ference by the Big Ten in the 
New Year's Day classic. 


But later when someone asked 


Illinois Coach Ray Eliot to com- 


• pare the brand of football in the 
two" leagues, he said: 


"There actually isn't much dif- 


ference in the brands. The Coast 
plays a grand game." 


Others Not So Sure 


To 96,825 who sat in on the 


game, and millions more who 
watched on television, there must 
be little doubt of Midwest su- 
periority. The Illini staged the 
worst massacre the West has 
seen since Michigan steamrollered 
Southern California, 49-0, four 
years ago. 


Stanford's defense was geared 


to stop Illinois on the ground, 
and succeeded fairly well for half 
the game. But its heavier line 
couldn't stand up through 60 min- 
utes of the constant charge of 
Illini forwards, and when it finally 
cracked, it fell completely apart. 


In nine minutes, 23 seconds of 


the fourth quarter, four touch- 
downs poured across. Up to then, 
the score was a respectable 13-7, 
the one-touchdown margin most 
of the experts had predicted. 


Karras Often Stopped 


Johnny Karras, star halfback 


who Jed Illinois to an unbeaten 
season, was smothered often. But 
someone else kept breaking loose, 
usually Bill Tate, the fullback, or 
Pete Bachouros, classy halfback. 
Clearing his bench, near the finish, 
Eliot uncovered a freshman, Clar- 
ence DeMoss, who looked as good 
as the best in the longest scrim- 
mage run of the day. 


Illinois went 361 yards on the 


ground for an astounding average 
of seven per running play. By con- 
trast, Stanford averaged less than 
a yard and a half per play on the 
ground. 


Stanford's net on the, ground 


was 53 yards, thank:: to a fine 
defense anchored on center Chuck 
Boerio. All that kept Stanford in 
the ball game for three quarters 
was Gary Kerkorian, who com- 
pleted 11 of 22 passes for 166 
yards. When he was injured in 
the final quarter, what fire Stan- 
ford had left died. 


Kerkorian Hospitalized 


Kerkorian left the game under 


his own power, after a hard tackle, 
hours later, he was hospitalized 
for his sore back and doctors 
found a fractured vertebra. They 
said It didn't appear serious, but 
that further X-ray studies will be 
made and he will be kept In bed 
for awhile. 


The game started off in spec- 


tacular fashion, both teams scoring 
the first time they got the ball. 


In his post-game critique. Eliot 


said Illinois shifted its pass de- 
fense between halves, but Stan- 
ford didn't change its running de- 
fence, which left an inviting gap 
down the middle. Kerkorian was 
held to 25 yards on passes in the 
second half,. while Illinois went 
to town through the Stanford line. 


Wallace Turning Point 


Halfback 
Stan 
Wallace, 
an 


alert sophomore defender, was the 
pivot on which the game turned. 
Stanford had made three first 
downs to Illinois' 4 midway in the 
third quarter. Kerkorian passed, 
but Wallace raced in to take the 
toss away from Stanford end Bill 
Storum and head down the side- 
lines. Before he was knocked out 
of bounds, he had traveled 54 
yards to Stanford's 12. Three 
plays later, Tate went over and 
Rebecca booted the first of four 
successful conversions. 


Stanford 
couldn't move, and 


Illinois started again on its own 
32. Tate carried the big load in 
the 13-play drive, but it was Kar- 
ras who scored—his 13th touch- 
down of the year, to tie a record 
set by Red Grange and equalled 
by Buddy Young. 


Karras Roll* 


Soon after the fourth quarter 


started, freshman Bob Garrett 
replaced the i injured Kerkorian, 
and Wallace came up with another 
interception. Karras rolled almost 
single-handed to the two, 35 yards 
in three plays. But when he was 
tossed for a six-yard loss, Tate 
tallied from the eight. 


DeMoss, with a 45-yard run, 


set up the fifth Illinois touchdown, 
Don Stevens going the final seven. 
Even to Stanford fans it didn't 
matter much when Jim Baugh- 
man blocked Dick Horn's punt on 
the Indians; three with less than 
two minutes left. Don Engels 
tossed to end John Ryan for the

I-.OME— (AP)—Italian Commu- 


nists, careful for five years to 
skirt a showdown with the Roman 
Catholic church, are attacking it 
openly now in a full-throttle cam- 
paign aimed to halt the creation 
of a Western European army. 


Palmiro Togliatti, bass of Italy's 


Reds, keynoted the drive with a 
charge that the Catholic church is 
trying to control Europe through 
"clericalism perched on Eisenhow- 
er's shoulders " 


His statement clearly linked the 


new fight on the church with Com- 
munism's intense campaign to de- 
feat the growth of confederation 
in the free nations. 


Oppose Army 


Communists oppose the plans to 


confederate 
Western 
Europe's 


armies and economies and indus- 
try into the Western defense set- 
up commanded by Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. 


Togliatti fired his first gun, not 


in Italy, but with an article m the 
French Communist paper, L'Hu- 
mamte, perhaps significantly be- 
cause anti-clencalism is a point of 
political contention in France. 


Togliatti gave the same theme 


to Italy's Communists—the coun- 
try's larges party—in a New 
Year's message in the Italian Com- 
munist paper, L'Unita. 


Posters on Walls 


Posters on Roman walls under- 


lined the Red campaign. They at- 
tacked Catholic action committees 
which played a decisive part in 
beating the Communist-led Popu- 
lar Front in the 1948 national elec- 
tions. 


But anti-Communists promptly 


counter-attacked. Their rival post- 
ers showed Stalin, with a sly grin, 
offering a peace dove—feathers 
awry and throat strangled in a 
clenched fist.
